Grffith's  Story  of  the  American  Bank  Note  Company,  a  complete  set  of  deluxe 
auction  catalogues  of  Steve  Ivy  (the  first  time  any  have  been  offered),  a  copy  of  Bowers 
and  Merena's  Taylor  Sale  Limited  Edition  Photographic  Plate  Volume,  an  original  1924 
Hetrich  &  Guttag,  and  the  deluxe  edition  of  Fuld's  Civil  War  Tokens  with  photographic 
plates,  among  others.  We  are  offering  many  scarce  early  Kosoff  sales,  numerous 
important  Mehl  sales,  early  small  format  Stack's  sales,  early  Bowers  items,  and  early 
Hollinbeck-Kagin  sales.  Whether  you  are  interested  in  research  or  collecting,  there  are 
also  other  scarce  and  popular  periodicals,  auction  catalogues,  individual  numismatic 
works,  and  standard  references  dealing  with  colonials,  counterfeiting,  early  silver 
coinage,  currency,  banking,  and  exonumia. 

For  those  of  an  ancient,  medieval,  or  foreign  bent,  this  sale  offers  an  outstanding 
selection  of  scarce  and  popular  standard  references  in  unusually  fine  condition.  Featured 
are  Jocelyn  Toynbee's  rare  1944  Roman  Medallions,  two  Ars  Classica  sales,  Kienast's 
first  edition  work  on  Goetz  medals,  Franke  and  Hirmer's  beautiful  Per  Griechische  Munze. 
the  scarce  Davenport  works  on  multiple  talers,  Pradeau's  1938  work  on  Mexican  coinage, 
among  other  scarce,  frequently  used,  and  asked-for  references.  Many  of  the  works  have  a 
special  emphasis  on  numismatic  aesthetics.  The  references  cover  ancients,  medievals, 
and  modern  numismatics  from  all  areas. 

We  have  continued  our  practice  (pretty  soon  we  are  going  to  have  to  quit  practicing  and  do 
this  for  real)  of  extensively  annotating  the  offerings.  We  do  this  for  two  main  reasons 
based  on  our  own  experiences:  one,  because  of  the  vast  quantity  of  numismatic 
literature,  too  often  we  pass  up  a  potentially  important  work  because  we  are  not  aware  of 
its  significance,  its  contents,  or  even  its  existence;  and,  two,  because  we  find  ourselves 
committed  bibliomaniacs  (which  refers  to  our  dedication,  and  not  necessarily  our  mental 
health),  we  cannot  pass  up  the  opportunity  to  share  things  we  find  of  interest.  Our 
parenthetical  asides  are  included  gratis. 

Incidentally  we  will  both  be  attending  the  Numismatic  Bibliomania  Society  meeting  at  the 
A.  N.  A.  in  Cincinnati.  Starting  the  day  before  the  meeting,  we  will  be  at  the  convention, 
probably  gravitating  to  the  N.  B.  S.  table  so  drop  by  to  say  hello,  kibbitz,  schmooze, 
whatever.

Of  value  not  only  for  the  text  and  pricing  information  about  the  territorials,  but  also  the  name  of 
the  auction  where  each  was  offered.  Underappreciated.  Paper  covers  unglued  at  chipped  backstrip, 
still  attached;  contents  Fine.  (25.00) 

2.  Appleton,  William  S.  ISSUES  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES  MINT,  CHRONOLOGICALLY  ARRANGED, 
AND  DESCRIBED.  1876.  20  pp.  "Reprinted  from  the  American  Journal  of  Numismatics.  Red  cloth. 
Original  printed  cover  mounted  on  the  front.  "In  anticipation  of  the  conclusion  of  Mr.  S.S.  Crosby's 
work,  which  substantially  ends  with  1792,  I  have  undertaken  to  prepare  a  list  of  the  issues. ..from 
1793."  Appleton  said  his  sources  were  the  Seavey-Parmalee  catalogue,  Dlckeson,  Snowden,  and  his 
own  collection.  This  catalogue  was  printed  by  T.R.  Marvin  &  Son  in  Boston  (as  was  Frossard's 
Monograph  of  Large  Cents...).  W.T.R.  Marvin,  his  son,  wrote  important  works  on  Masonic  Medals  and 
medals  of  the  Knights  of  Malta.  Some  discoloration  due  to  aging  and  one  chip  on  title  page,  still 
nearly  Fine.  From  the  third  Kolbe/Spink  sale,  where  it  was  described  as  "very  scarce"  and

3.  Chicago  Numismatic  Society.  THE  BULLETIN.  July  1908:  Volume  1,  Number  7.  12mo.  CaC. 
Once  folded.  The  Chicago  Numismatic  Society,  established  in  1880,  is  most  venerated.  The  1908 
officers  included  President  Virgil  Brand,  Executive  Committee  Members  W.  F.  Dunham  and  Ben 
Green.  The  bulletin  features  articles,  numismatic  news,  and  this  particular  issue  contains  a 
resolution  of  sympathy  on  George  Heath's  death.  These  early  Issues  are  genuinely  elusive.  VG.

4.  Chicago  Numismatic  Society.  CHICAGO  COIN  CLUB  BULLETIN.  (2  Issues).  Annual  Numbers  for 
1943  and  1944.  12mo.  CaC.  Each  issue  contains  a  list  of  members,  the  club  constitution,  and  the 
group's  library  list.  Additionally  each  contains  illustrated  papers  on  a  variety  of  topics.  These 
important  examples  of  wartime  numismatic  literature  are  a  favorite  of  ours.  Rubbed  at  backstrips, 
otherwise  Fine.

W.M.  Freisner  in  gilt  on  cover.  Of  300  copies  printed,  this  is  numbered  copy  4,  (Mr.  Champa  has  copy 
number  1,  inscribed  In  French  by  Frossard.)  This  Is  also  subtitled,  most  aptly,  "A  CONTRIBUTION 
TO  THE  NUMISMATIC  HISTORY  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES".  The  first  eight  plates  show  the  finest 
cents  and  half  cents  from  the  George  W.  Merritt  (whose  collection  he  sold  January  3,  1879)  and  Lorin 
G.  Parmalee  collections.  The  Frossard  is  described  in  Penny  Whimsy  as  "the  first  attempt  at  a 
comprehensive  treatment  of  the  whole  series  of  large  cents. ...it  stands  today  as  one  of  the  most 
readable  contributions  to  the  field."  A  few  occasional  pencil  marks  in  the  margin.  Despite  the 
covers  showing  some  rubbing  at  the  edges,  to  be  accurate  this  is  a  sound,  most  attractive  Fine  copy.

The 
photographic  plate  volume,  privately  printed  by  the  Fulds,  when  offered  is  described  as  having  22 
plates.  Contained  herein  is  the  updated  Plate  XXII  with  the  pertinent  notice  from  George  Fuld 
announcing  that  a  new  Plate  XXII  was  enclosed,  showing  new  die  varieties,  and  that  the  original 
should  be  discarded.  An  offering  with  both  the  original  and  supplement  is  noteworthy. 
Additionally,  most  offerings  list  the  text  volume  as  77  pages;  in  fact,  pages  33  to  54  are  not 
included,  as  they  correspond  to  the  halftones  from  the  familiar  black  leatherette  Fuld  book.  The 
covers  are  nearly  VF,  with  the  contents  of  each  VF.

Beautiful,  blue 
marbelled  end  papers.  This  estimable  work  was  reissued  in  a  series  of  editions  through  1897, 
although  this  edition  is  the  most  attractive.  "No  English  treatise  has  appeared  embracing  the 
whole  subject  of  ancient  coins. ..since  the  time  of  Pinkerton! 's]  entertaining  but  largely  imperfect 
work."  He  continues,  "the  present  work.. .shall  embody  information,  sufficiently  copious  and 
accurate,  and  yet  clear  of  technicalities  and  minutiae."  A  handsome,  important  work  covering 
ancients  through  medievals  with  extensive  appendices  and  indices.  Insignificant  rubbing  at 
extremities,  otherwise  Fine.

Bolender  gives  some 
background  of  his  firm  which  may  of  value  to  the  Bolender  catalogue  collector.  Gengerke's  first 
listing  is  sale  11  of  March  1925.  Bolender  states,  "My  first  auction  sale  was  in  1923,  the  sale  was 
about  100  lots,  and  the  catalog  a  folder  of  a  couple  of  pages  only.  The  prices  were  good  and  I  was 
encouraged.

In  offering  170  lots  of  rolls,  Bolender  proffers,  "I  know  that  money  has  been  made  in  buying 
uncirculated  rolls.  The  noted  economist  Schlicher  of  Harvard  University  forecasts  that  the  next  30 
years  will  bring  twice  the  prosperity  that  we  now  enjoy.

Completing 
the  run  is  a  worthy  challenge.  Problem:  the  numbering  of  volumes  VI  and  VII  from  1952  to  1955 
overlaps,  Is  duplicated,  a  real  pain;  so  collect  by  month  and  year,  not  by  Volume  and  Issue.  The 
conditions  are  Fine  or  better,  each  with  a  vertical  fold  from  mailing.

Although  much  of  the  sale  consists  of  foreign  coinage,  the  U.S.  series  is 
not  only  worthwhile,  but  the  extensive  annotations  offer  many  of  Henry's  worthy  and  fascinating 
observations,  "Oh  that  I  may  live  long  enough  to  see  and  buy  the  1/2$  of  1804  which  I  fully  believe 
was  made..."  Minor  dampstaining  on  cover  and  a  few  pages,  otherwise  Fine.  (25.00) 

Following  is  a  nice  offering  of  Thomas  Elder  sales.  One  of  the  legendary  numismatic  figures,  and 
definitely  one  of  the  most  outspoken,  Elder  offered  a  veritable  potpourri  in  his  sales:  coins, 
antiquities,  stamps,  newspapers,  gems,  tokens  and  medals,  currency,  autographs,  and  literature. 
Elder  sales  give  a  good  overview  of  American  collectors'  more  catholic  (with  a  small  £)  tastes  in  the 
early  twentieth  century.  According  to  Gengerke,  Elder's  294  sales  totalled  422,335  lots  (for  all  you 
numismathists). 

25.  Elder,  Thomas.  W.A.  BASSET  AND  OTHER  COLLECTIONS  [GEORGE  W.  RICE].  September

A  SET  OF  "DELUXE"  BOUND  STEVE  IVY  CATALOGUES 

The  royalty  of  auction  catalogues  has  always  been  the  "deluxe"  or  special  printings  which  were 
issued  in  limited  numbers.  Not  only  are  these  eagerly  sought  because  of  their  scarcity,  but  also  the 
special  bindings  enable  the  collector  to  use  these  more  satisfactorily  for  research  as  the  bindings 
do  not  fall  apart  the  way  the  regular  catalogue  can  do,  often  even  with  the  most  judicious  use. 

It  is  especially  noteworthy  when  special  editions,  which  were  previously  not  widely  known,  come  to 
market.  To  our  knowledge,  the  following  eight  sales  represent  the  largest  offering  of  "deluxe" 
Steve  Ivy  sales.  Jack  Collins  magnificent  auction  sale  of  July  4,  1987,  already  a  standard  reference 
for  deluxe  sales,  did  not  offer  even  a  single  copy. 

According  to  Jess  Patrick,  the  early  issues  were  printed  only  in  runs  of  10.  Jess'  estimates  for  the 
most  "common"  sales  was  "less  than  50".  He  added  to  us,  "How  many  have  you  seen?"  Except  for 
our  consignor's  copies,  our  response  is  none.  The  consensus  is  that  the  deluxe  copies  were  issued 
to  certain  employees,  special  consignors,  and  VIPs.  Deluxe  copies  distributed  in  this  manner 
generally  do  not  come  onto  the  collector  market  with  any  great  frequency.  For  the  collector,  this 
truly  represents  a  special  opportunity. 

According  to  Gengerke,  only  seven  Ivy  sales  were  issued  in  the  "Deluxe"  format.  This  sale  offers 
ill  seven,  in  addition  to  a  "Deluxe"  Herrman  sale  which  he  had  not  listed  in  this  format.  This  must 
be  the  first  opportunity  the  collector  will  have  to  obtain  such  a  lengthy  run  at  one  time. 

The  following  large  format  catalogues  are  all  bound  identically  -  black  pebbled  leatherette,  the  sale 
title  in  gilt  (except  for  the  Herrman  sale),  original  covers  bound  in,  some  with  a  special  holder  for 
PRLs,  a  few  with  the  recipient's  name  in  gilt  on  cover. 

The  estimates  for  each  catalogue  are  based  on  what  the  consignor  paid  for  them.  It  should  be  added 
that  it  took  him  more  than  5  years  to  obtain  these.  Due  to  the  special  (we  really  try  to  avoid  using 
unique,  but  it  may  apply  here)  nature  of  this  offering,  after  listing  each  sale  individually,  we  will 
list  all  eight  sales  as  one  lot  to  be  awarded  if  the  bid  for  all  eight  exceeds  the  total  of  each 
individual  lot.

We 
do  know  that  a  separate  catalogue  for  Sale  4  exists,  meaning  that  this  run  starts  with  Lepczyk's 
second  actual  catalogue.  Additionally,  through  Sale  18  the  catalogues  are  small  format  and  are 
quite  scarce.  Those  sales  prior  to  1975  are  particularly  scarce.  Also,  the  early  Prls.  are  scarce. 
We  haven't  even  discussed  the  numismatic  importance  of  these  catalogues.  The  Lepczyk  sales  are 
storehouses  of  outstanding,  rare,  important,  and  unusual  coinage,  primarily  foreign.  They  are 
valuable  resource  material.  Much  of  the  information  is  available  only  in  foreign  language 
references,  many  of  them  generally  unavailable.

In  our 
previous  mall  bid  sale,  we  offered  a  complete  run  of  the  Seaby  lists  from  November  1936  to  to 
November/December  1946.  These  rarely  offered  pre-war  and  wartime  listings  were  eagerly  sought 
despite  being  horribly  (nearly  criminally)  bound.  Each  of  the  grouping  offered  here  is  unbound,  and 
despite  rusty  staples  (Remember  the  baseball  reference  from  our  last  MBS?),  the  copies  are  sound 
and  at  least  Fine,  unless  otherwise  noted.
